Unsliced  Best 

Cooked  meat  should  be  allowed 
to  stand  at  room  temperature  for 
about  an  hour  to  cool  slightly. 
Then  it  should  be  covered  or 
wi’apped  tightly  to  prevent  dry- 
ing and  placed  in  the  meat  com-' 
partment  or  very  cold  part  of  the 
refrigerator.  Meat  will  keep  bet- 
ter if  it  is  left  in  larger  pieces 
and  not  cut  until  ready  for  use. 

Under  efficient  refrigeration, 
cooked  roasts  and  larger  cuts  of 
meat,  if  unsliced,  will  hold  for 
four  or  five  days.
